In the course of the cable message 


Bent by Captain General Woylor to Pre- 
mier Sagasta, placing his post in Cuba 
at the diapoeal.of Hie government ho 
said: "li the functions with which 
they had entrusted me had been merely 
those of governor general of Cuba, 1 
should havo hastened lo resign. But 
the two-fold character of my misnion 
and my duty as commander-in-chiel in 
the face of tho onmuy prevent my tou* 


- deriug my resignation. 


"XovcrtheleBS, although I can rely 


upon tliu unconditional support of tho 
antouomiet mid constitutional parties, 
us u-oll iia upon public opinion, this 
would ho insullicieut witliuut the con- 
fidence o! tlio government. Tins con- 
fidence would bo uijcoasary to enable us 
to put an iinil Lo the war which already 
has been virtually concluded from our 
linos at -luraco to Cape Antonio," 


Honor Sagasta replied. "1 thank you 


for volir explanation mid value your 
frankness. 1 wish to assure you that 
the government nicognteoB your services 
and values them as they deserve, but it 
thinks l> change ol policy, in order to 
succeed, requires that tho authorities 
should ho at one with tho minuter. 


"This lias nothing to do with tho con- 


fidence felt iu you by the government, 
but the liberals have always said that 
the responsibility for a given policy does 
not fall upon those who carry it out, but 
upon the government inspiring it. 1 
shall communicate your communication 
to the government shortly."

plenishment ol stocks from about every 
section or town there must necessarily 
be for a time less bnyine Irom that 
quarter. Yet business is still increasing. 
The productive force steadily enlarges, 
the distribution of wages afford an in- 
cranaing fund for purchases, mid tins 
foundations aro laid for a larger busi- 
ness hereafter. The week's exchanges 
are 8.8 per cent larger than in 181)2.

TOO "TRUSTING. 


Lucy Baron, by her attorney, Lewis 


II. Smith, yesterday brought suit in the 
superior court against G. A. Baron for ft 
divorce. The ground a on which the 
action ia based aro cruelty, desertion 
and failure to provide. 


The parties to the suit are well known 


in thin city. The defendant owns con- 
siderable property here, and is at pres- 
ent conducting tho cornice works and 
plumbing shop at the corner of J and 
Tulare streets. 


Mr. and Mrs. Baron wero marriad in 


Fresno on July 1, 1892. For over a year 
past tho defendant haa not lived with 
his wife, and she alleges that ho haa not 
provided for her support properly.

The section of the Gout Range where 


the accident occurred is a favorite re- 
sort for deer hunters, and mountain 
lioufi and wild cats, as well ns deer, 
abound in the wild region, which is too 
rough and sterile to tempt eettlers. 
Lofty peaks and stoop precipices are 
features that make it difficult for any 
excepting the moat hardy to penetrate 
into the territory.

There are people who doubt if, 
by the terms of tho deed, the public has 
a right to open the closed streets, but 
thoereat majority of those who h^ve 
given the matter consideration are o( 
the opinion that tho dead Rives a clear 
right of way over all the streets m tho 
city. 
Thoae who think that the dedication 


does not apply in BO far aa the railroad 
reservation ia uuuueiuau l.=3G tiioir view 
u-on the claues in the beginning of the 
deed that reads aa follows: "Accordiag 
to the map thereof filed in the olllco of 
the county recorder of said county nnd 
state by tho Contract and Finance Com- 
pany, as modified and defined hy the 
descriptions hereinafter contained. 


It ia claimed that aa the map referred 


to ehowfl only two open atreets—Merced 
and Inyo—ftnd aa the dedication ia ac- 
cording to that map, the city cannot 
open any of tho other streets crowing 
the reservation. To entitle Mio city to 
IIRO these streets a supplementary map 


,ould have been iiled allowing the 
reels to he open. 
Ex-Judge M. K. Harriti, when asked 
r an opinion, stated, after reading tho 
meo above quoted, that lio believed i 
,at tho deeil gave o clear right ot way 
;er a'l tho atreete ol the city no matter | 
bother the map showed them to he 
pened through the ruficrvatton or not.
